City working out details for 
lease of fire department

The City of Grayling is forg- 
ing ahead alone with a lease of 
the former fire department build- 
ing to the state police. 

Grayling city officials are con- 
tinuing to pursue leasing the for- 
mer Grayling City/Township 
Fire Department to the state 
police crime lab after township 
officials said they don’t want be 
contractually involved in the 
issue. 

City and township officials 
had intended to split finds from 
the lease between the two 
municipalities from the fire sta- 
tion lease. The city owns the 
property the fire 
department building is located 
on, but -the township and city 
share ownership of the fire 
department building. The fire 
department moved into its tew 
building in June. 

Township officials had 
expressed concerns about billing 
the state exact. utility costs in 
order not to subsidize the ‘crime 


lab,. but are now asking to pull: 


outiof the fire department lease

Grayling Township Supervisor 
Terry Wright. 

City officials plan to have 
have the city assessor, Chris 
Verlac, determine what the fire 
department building is worth in 
order to buy out the township’s 
interest in the facility. 

The Crime Lab plans to store 
its bomb squad truck in the 
building and two additional jobs 
would be created at the lab. 

“They're good positions, 
they're high paying positions 
and we need that,” Grayling City 
Council member Dennis Palmer 
said,

If anybody painted “The 
Class of 1985 Rules” on a 
wall, it would certainly get a 
chuckle from Tim Moore and 
: Damon Thayer. 

‘Moore and Thayer graduat- 
‘ed from Grayling High 
- School in 1985. Thayer was 
re-elected to a four-year term 
_for the Kentucky State Senate 
-in November and Moore was 
elected as the state represen- 
tative for the Michigan 
Legislature's 97th District. 

Moore beat incumbent 
democrat Jennifer Elkins for 
the state house district, which 
covers Clare, Gladwin and 
northern Bay Counties. 

Moore was spurred to run 
for that state house seat in 
2002 because he wanted to 
get involved in government 
rather than complain about 
the issues. 

Moore said he was urged 
by party leaders to wait until 
Elkins was term-limited from 
the position, but decided to 
mount a challenge for the 
seat. 

“Going into it, they said 
wait four years and run and [ 
did buy into that rationale,” 
Moore said. 

Thayer, who was elected to 
his senate position in a spe- 
cial election in January 2003, 
beat a retired school superin- 
tendent to retain his seat 
which was targeted = for 
takeover by the Kentucky 
Democratic Party, 

“We ran a very disciplined 
campaign and we were pretty 
proud of the results,” Thayer 
said. 

Both Moore and Thayer 
credit their education in

| +Moore said retired teacher 
Howard Lehti got htm inter- 
ested in politics and following 
elections. He also learned 
how to handle challenges on 
the school’s wrestling team,

class,” Moore said. “You can

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City council hikes 
water, sewer rates

Grayling City residents will 
see a slight increase in their 
water and sewer bills next year. 

The Grayling City Council at 
their regular meeting last week 
opted to raise the cost of water 
from $1.35 to $1.50 per 1,000 
gajlons. The sewer rate was 
increased from $3.25 to $3.60 
per 1,000 gallons. The hike of 
both fees is 10.87 percent over 
current rates. 

The administrative fees to 
prepare, mail and collect the 
sewer and water bills was hiked 
from $7 per quarter to $7.21 per 
quarter. 

The increased fees will cost a 
resident an added $10.21 per 
quarter, based on the use of 
20,000 gallons of water per 
quarter. The council also 
increased the fees in April 
2004. 

“It’s not as much as_ the 
increased price for cigarettes so 
nobody should stop drinking 
water,” City Council Member 
Roger Moshier said. 

The City Council opted for 
the slight fee hikes rather than 
more costly fees recommended 
by city auditors and engineers 
in order to create a budget sur- 
plus to replace water and sewer 
mains. 


Animal 
shelter 
lease 


extended

The Crawford County Road 
Commission Board approved a 
two-year lease extension for 
the Crawford County Animal 
Shelter at the board’s regular 
meeting last Thursday. 

In January, the Road 
Commission Board voted 3-0 
to inform the animal shelter 
that the current lease agree- 
ment, which is set to expire 
December 31 of 2004, would 
not be renewed. (The Road 
Commission leases part of its 
property to the shelter for $1 
per year.) 

The board adjusted its stance 
following assurances from ani- 
mal shelter officials that they 
were in the process of planning 
and raising money for a new 
facility. The shelter is currently 
working on a land swap with 
the county and the State of 
Michigan to secure a suitable 
location for the new facility. 

“Things are coming along 
pretty good,” said Sharon 
Priebe, Animal Shelter Board 
President. 

Priebe told the road commis- 
stoners that the land swap issue 
is progressing and the shelter 
has raised a “nest egg of 
$85,000 to $90,000." Once the 
property issue is resolved, the 
shelter will start applying for 
grants to help with the reloca- 
tion project, Priebe said. 

“We do want to move,” 
Priebe said. “It’s just a matter 
of logistics.” 

“T think (the animal shelter 
has) made some great strides in 
the last six months,” said Jim 


Burtch, Road Commision - 


Board member. 

Burtch moved to extend the 
Road Commission's lease with 
the animal shelter for two 
years, Commissioner John 
Hartman provided a second, 
and the motion passed 3-0. 
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“The auditors and engineers 
don’t have to live here and we 
do,” said Grayling Mayor Joe 
Ferrigan. 

Instead, the city officials are 
considering issuing bonds 
which would be paid for 
through the city income tax to 
pay for infrastructure projects. 
City officials are seeking to 
address infrastructure needs for 
the next 15 years. 

“There are some spots where 
we have sewer and water 
mains that need to be replaced, 
but it's nothing that is urgent, 
but they should be replaced so 
the systems operates the way it 
should,” Grayling Cily 
Manager Allen Lowe said. 
“Compared to other cities, 
we're no worse off than anyone 
else.”
